During the period from’ 1900 to 1912 
the total imports of cottons Increased by 
231 per cent., while English cottons In¬ 
creased by 209.13 per cent., American by 
262.68 per cent, and those from other 
countries by 363.67 per cent The latter 
figure, however, is larger than it should 
actually be, as embroidery and lace were 
formerly stated separately from the cot¬ 
ton schedule, but now white and cream 
colored cotton embroideries are Included 
under that schedule. 

In the manufacturing of cotton goods, 
the Canadian mills are not keeping pace 
with the demands of their home market, 
but they are enlarging, and If a line Is 
Imported In considerable quantities they 
soon get out an Imitation. However, on 
some lines of American goods, such as 
ducklings fleece, printed scrims, Stiefels, 
and blue drills, In spite of many attempts, 
they have not been able to make an ar¬ 
ticle that Rill meet the demands of the 
consumers. The preferential duty tends to 
keep out American piece goods to a large 
extent, but the importers aay that In 
some cases they could still afford to buy 
American goods if they were made to suit 
the market. '*■*•>

. The moat interesting development 6c-: 
curred In connection with the consider¬ 
ation of a few amendments made by 
.the Senate to the Bank Act. Some of 
the members criticised the miniates of 
finance for not opposing the changes 
made by the Upper House. 

Hon. W. T. WhUe maintained thpt 
they were not Important enough to 
quarrel about, and he had no desire to 
delay the prorogation of the House. 

When the motion to concur was put, 
a division was demanded and ten mem¬ 
bers voted "Nay.” Including four from 
the West, Messrs. Meighen. Bennett 
dnd Stevens (Conservative), and Bu¬ 
chanan (Liberal.) The division stood 43 
to 10. 

The bills dealt with included the act 
to provide salaries for new Judges in¬ 
various provinces, and the bill respect¬ 
ing forest reserves In Western Canada, 
under which It Is proposed to add land 
not lit for agricultural use to some of 
the reserves and take away some good 
agricultural lands from others. No 
serious objection was taken to the bill 
by the opposition, which was given a 
second reading and passed through the 
committee stage. 

When the bill to provide for a wire¬ 
less service across (he Atlantic was 
taken up at a late hour, Hon. R. 
Lemleux once more advocated a state 
owned cable. He doubted if much re¬ 
lief would be given by, the proposed 
contract with the British Wireless Syn¬ 
dicate. 

Hon. L. P. Pelletier was more opti¬ 
mistic, and predicted satisfactory re¬ 
sults from the arrangements! 


JOHN BURNS SPEAKS 
ON EMIGRATION 


Says Exodus From Great Brit¬ 
ain Due to Education Enter¬ 
prise and Imagination 


Manchester. Eng.. June f.—In a 
speech delivered at the Free Trade 
hall, and which was dov'oted almost 
entirely to the subject of free trade, 
John Burns says that one of the argu¬ 
ments favdred by the protectionists 
against free trade was that it had 
made Britain Inferior to protected 
countries, and that that could be 
proved by the extent to which people 
were emigrating to the colonies and 
dominions. 

The answer to that. Mr. Burns said, 
was that emigration was always great¬ 
est when trade was good, wages high, 
and labor In demand. The emigration 
in Great Britain was not due to econ¬ 
omic misery, but to increased educa- • 
tion, to enterprise and to imagination. 
Free trade had enabled 4,000 millions 
of money to be made out of the rest of 
the world and invested In foreign 
countries, and it yielded 200 millions a 
year. Men followed British capital to 
the colonies and to new countries, and 
got higher remuneration than they 
would get at home. When a reason is 
looked for at home to explain emigra¬ 
tion it was found In the desire which 
men felt for land. 

Emigration from Scotland had reach¬ 
ed a record In the past two years, but 
the reason was not that the Scottish 
workman could not get employment, 
but because the younger sons of farm¬ 
ers and craftsmen, who did not wish 
to displace their fathers and elder 
brothers, went to Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia to settle on the land before tt 
was taken up by people of other na¬ 
tionalities. 

FORTY OF LEOPARD 
SOCIETY WERE HUNG 


Travellers From the Gold Coast 
Tell of Trial of One 
Hundred 


London. June 3.—Convicted of canni¬ 
balism and human sacrifices, forty 
members of the "Leopard Society." a 
secret organisation, have been hanged 
In Sierra Leone, a British colony on 
the west coast of Africa. 

Sir William Brandford Griffith, chief 
Justice of the Gold Coast who presided 
at the trials, arrived at Plymouth yes¬ 
terday. He declined to discuss the case, 
hut fellow travellers said that 180 
members of the society had been ar¬ 
rested, and that forty of them had 
been hanged, while many had been 
sentenced to deportation. 

The "Leopard 8oclety" has existed 
among the Mendi trlde and cause! 
trouble to the government. All natives 
failing to conform to Its rites or sub¬ 
mit to Its demands are subject to deV.h 
or slavery.

There is a'strong irtovetnent on foot 
tp'get the full House to reverse the 
action of the . budget‘committee when 
the bill comes before it. and the papers 
are busily engaged in pointing out thji 
great value of cavalry regiments in 
gar. 

The Koelnischfe Zeitung points to the 
success of General French in .the Boer 
war, to the success of .Salich Pasha In 
bringing the Bulgarians to a standstill 
at Lule Burgas and thus enabling the 
Turkish infantry to escape, and to the 
success of the Austrian reserve cavalry 
at Kortiggrmtx as proof of the value 
of cavalry in war. It also says that 
the retreat of the Russian army at 
Mukden would have been turned into 
a catastrophe had the Japanese had a 
cavalry division at their disposal. 

In the Tag, General von Bernhardi, 
the retired cavalry officer, maintain* 
that cavalry are etUl necessary for 
reconnoitering work. The experience of 
the Boer and'Balkan wars, he says, is 
no guide for a great European wa* 4 
and lie adds that the government mu*t 
Insist on six new cavalry regiment*, 
and dissolve the Reichstag rather than 
give way on that point. 

It Is declared by a number of Cen¬ 
tre party papers that negotiation.; 
which are being Initiated .between thp 
government and the Reichstag may re¬ 
sult in the whole cost of the new army 
bills being borne by the "extraordin¬ 
ary" levy upon property. This levy. It 
is said, will yield a larger amount 
than has hitherto been supposed, and 
It would be possible in this way to 
avoid imposing additional permanent 
taxation which would cafise political 
conflict. This story of government ne¬ 
gotiations may be true, but is more 
likely to be the invention of clerical 
politicians.

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f THE KING’8 BIRTHDAY.

To-day the King celebrates his 
forty-eighth birthday. In the three 
years which have elapsed since he as¬ 
cended the throne he has more than 
fulfilled the expectations of the myri¬ 
ads who owe him allegiance. Much 
was expected of him, because he was 
feally the first Imperial prince of the 
royal line. He was ’he first of the 
British ruling house in the line of suc¬ 
cession to familiarise himself at first 
hand with the peoples and conditions 
of the many countries over whose des¬ 
tinies he was to preside. We question 
If any statesman at Westminster has 
a wider grasp of imperial afTairs—not 
so much affairs of state ar those which 
more Intimately concern the progress 
and aspirations of the people them¬ 
selves. His service In the navy on 
various stations and his tours of the 
different dominions have brought him 
into contact with their plain citizen¬ 
ship and Impressed upon him the fagt 
rthat the problems of the humblest are 
ns much matters of Imperial concern 
as the majestically imposing develop¬ 
ments of high state policy. 

That this is his view the last three 
years have clearly shown. He delights 
to interest himself in those who tread 
the humbler walks of life, to learn 
their needs and to share their Joys And 
sorrows. He keeps close to his peqple. 
r.ot because he does not wholly trust 
them, but because he is sincerely con¬ 
cern'd in their welfare. Both he and 
his gracious conso-t give less place to 
pride, pomp and circumstance that 
their predecessors. Simple and domes¬ 
tic In their habits, devoted to their 
home life, kindly and considerate to 
everybody, they have strengthened the 
invisible cords which reach out from 
the throne to the four corners of the 
earth. And wherever the meteor flag 
waves to-day there Is but one senti¬ 
ment—the earnest hope that the King 
will long tie spared to fill the exalted 
station to which he was called three 


AS AUSTRALIA 8EE8 IT. 

The London Chronicle publishes a*i 
Interesting article on the Australian 
naval policy from its correspondent at 
Melbourne. The writer says that sb 
much has been made of the struggle In 
ths Canadian parliament.of the policy of 
subsidy proposed by the Canadian and 
New’ Zealand, ministries that Aus¬ 
tralians arc beginning to think that the 
time has come for reminding the em¬ 
pire that the policy of local navies,, 
linked up in emergencies with the Brit¬ 
ish navy, still holds the field as the one 
solution of the Imperial and colonial 
defence problem. "When the first 
cruiser for the Australian naval unit, 
the H. M. A. S. Melbourne, arrived here 
a short. time ago," fhe correspondent 
writes, "the occasion was.used through 
the Labor ministry and liberal press 
to say this In urrmistafcabH' terms. 
There was not a word Of criticism of 
the policy of other Dominions, but in 
the speeches made at the welcome 
banquet given to the officers, of the 
Melbourne by the prime minister very 
significant emphasis was laid upon the 
success of Australia in Joining together 
local patriotism afid imperial obliga¬ 
tion In a system which achieved four 
ends: 

"1. The creation of a National Aus¬ 
tralian navy ‘owned, manned and con¬ 
trolled* by the Commonwealth parlia¬ 
ment, and capable of representing the 
empire In the Pacific. 

"2. The construction, equipment, and 
manning of that navy on Hues laid 
down after the fullest discussion with 
the Admiralty, and under the direction 
of experts or Instructors lent by or 
completely transferred from the Brit¬ 
ish navy. 

"8. The establishment of training 
•hips and a naval college, through 
which Australians will man and officer 
in future all their ships, in accordance 
✓ with the methods and traditions of the 
British navy. 

"4. The making of an agreement be- ( 


tween the Commonwealth and the-Im¬ 
perial governments under which in a 
given emergency the mere receipt tn 
Melbourne of a wireless message from 
the Admiralty would lead to the plac- 
! Ing of the entire Australian navy at 
the disposal of the nearest imperial ad¬ 
miral for service anywhere. 

"I have reason to think that great 
importance is attached to these 
speeches in high quarters. Verbatim 
reports have been sent to London for 
the perusal of Imperial ministers. Be¬ 
sides a restatement of the case com¬ 
prehended by the foregoing four fea¬ 
tures of the Australian naval system 
Labor ministers were at pains to set 
out very clearly their appreciation of 
the generous aid extended to them by 
the Asquith government and the Ad¬ 
miralty advisers. Labor men regard 
Liberals as their sworn foes In Aus¬ 
tralia, but the Imperial Liberal govern¬ 
ment of Great Britain and its Admir¬ 
alty staff are their very good friends, 
and a flt subject for eulogy and high 
praise." 

The writer clearly shows that the 
Admiralty; policy with respect to Aus¬ 
tralia la to build up the Australian 
navy and to assist the Commonwealth 
in every conceivable way to train her 
own men for the Australian and Im¬ 
perial services. Already 1,800 Austral¬ 
ian seamen have been recruited, and 
28 midshipmen are in training at the 
Royal Naval College at Geelong. Every 
ship of the Australian naval unit Iftrs 
been paid for down to the last penny 
out .of revenue; and the new ships In¬ 
cluded in the programme outlined by 
the prime minister on March 31 at 
Maryborough will be financed in the 
same way. 

Continuing he says: 

"This new naval programme, by the 
way. Is very popular. The new battle¬ 
ship, which is to be the companion of 
the Australia, will, with the additional 
torpedo-boats, etc., enable two fully- 
equipped squadrons to be afloat, divid¬ 
ing the patrolling of the Commonwealth 
coast, and yet so co-ordinated as to en¬ 
able mobilisation to be accomplished in 
a few days. % 

"Rightly or wrongly—I believe rightly 
—Australians feel that their policy, now 
endorsed by both political parties, must 
be followed by Canada and South Af¬ 
rica before another decade has gone by.’ 
They believe that New Zealand will be 
forced to sumblt to the naval leader¬ 
ship and protection of Australia, and 
to. play her part as an owner and part¬ 
ner In an Australasian navy, instead of 
paying' the interest on a dreadnought 
loan, and "hiring" their sea defence 
from the Motherland." 

Australia clearly understands the 
issue in Canada to be a Canadian 
navy versus a contribution. Mr. Bor¬ 
den in one of his latest speeches has 
shown that as far as he Is concerned 
there will be no Canadian navy. He 
says that if, in a general election on 
the navy Issue the Liberals won, they 
could have the three ships transferrel 
to Canada. But It will be observed 
that he himself does not propose that 
ihls shall be done under his own pef- 
n anent policy. All the Canadian peo- 
rle nave before them are the proposal to 
contribute three ships, to be stationed 
at Gibraltar, and the alternative pro¬ 
posal suggested by Sir YTlirrid Lanrier 
ed by Sir Wilfrid Laurler as follows: 

"What Is the remedy? In our hum¬ 
ble Judgment, the remedy Is this, that 
wherever. In the distant seas, or In the 
distant countries—in Australia. Canada ! 
or elsewhere—a British ship has been 
removed to allow of concentration In 
European waters, that ship should be 
replaced by a ship built, maintained, 
equipped and manned by the young 
nation Immediately concerned. If the 
young nations of the empire take ho)d 
of the equipment and manning of slaps 
to look after the distant seas, concen¬ 
tration can easily take place In the 
wdtere of Europe, and the British Ad¬ 
miralty knows what xones it has to 
defend. This is the Australian policy; 
this ought to be the Canadian policy."

BRITAIN GAINS. 

The net result of the Balkan war as 
far as Great Britain is concerned is 
the strengthening of her influence and 
power in the eastern Mediterranean. 
The drrrforaltsation of Turkey should 
tighten the British grip on Egypt 1 
which has been exercised in the form 
of a protecorate for more than thirty 
years. The people of Egypt must real¬ 
ize the blessings of British rule made 
conspicuous by comparison with the 
hopeless collapse of thd Ottoman em¬ 
pire in Eprope, of which their coun¬ 
try was nominally a tributary state. 
When the victorious allies battered 
jdown the gates of Adrianople, Scutari 
and Jaltina they struck shattering 
blows At the slowly waning prestige 
of the Sublime Porte In Egypt. 

But Britain'.gains more than moral 
strength In Egypt. She acquires abso¬ 
lute ownership of Cyprus of classic 
history, Cyprus the happy hunting 
ground of the student, archaeologist 
and antiquarian. Over this important 
strategical Island she has enjoyed a 
protectorate, as In Egypt, since 1878, 
but even the shadow of authority now 
falls from the nerveless hand of the 
Porte. Both Egypt and Cyprus are of 
tremendous Importance to British pres¬ 
tige and power. They give her a posi¬ 
tion in the Mediterranean with which 
her "security in India Is inseparably 
bound. It was with the object of 
snatching India from Great Britain 
and proclaiming himself Emperor of 
the East that Napoleon Bonaparte In¬ 
vaded Egypt. "Egypt," he said, "Is 
the key to India, and I must have It.” 
Another time he exclaimed. "Prance, 
mistress of Egypt, would be mistress 
of India." He Obtained neither, but 
his foresight has been vindicated by 


Britain's foreign policy, which over¬ 
looks no opportunity of strengthening 
the Empire's commercial and strategic 
position In the eastern Mediterranean. 
It was with this purpose in mind that 
Britain guaranteed tl e integrity of the 
Turkish Empire, a guarantee she and 
the other powers gracefully dropped 
overboard when the Balkan allies 
burled their conquering armies Into 
the Sultan's territories. But she Id 
stronger at the point where It is neces¬ 
sary she should be strong than at any 
other time In her glorious history.

TH SALVAGE IKALIS MINNESOTA 18 TO 
ON ROCKS IN JAPAN COME HERE IN FAIL 


Expense Will Be Large Item; Superintendent Will Come to 
Ikala Will Go to Arrange Dockage for 

England ■ > Huge Steamer 


Vancouver. Juno 8.—The Union 
Steamship Company, of Vancouver, 
which Is now under the same head as 
the Gulf Transport Line, has received 
details of the damage sustained by the 
steamer 1 Walls. which went aahore at 
Mu reran, Japan, a few weeks ago. The 
forepart of the steamer Is on the rocks. 
Six feet of the stem Is hard on the 
rocks. No. 1 hold and No. 2 hold are 
on flat rocks. Five plates are bent, 
rivets are broken and one seam Is open. 
From this aft there Is 44 feet of water. 
The forepeak and Nos. 1 and 2 holds 
are flooded as the tide ebbe and flowa, 
and there Is a four-foot rise a- *Vl in 
the hull The salvage off**- ted 

constitutes a payment of flM/- the 
steamer Is delivered at Hakodate 
docks. "No cure. -no pay.** Is the sys¬ 
tem agreed upon. Two projecting rock* 
have been cleared away, and there Is 
hope that the ship will be floated. 

The Ikala. now In the stream, *s 
another Gulf Transport Line, and Is 
here awaiting definite Instructions to 
proceed to England to get new boilers 
installed. 

Inaugurating a new line to Skagway, 
the steamer Leelanaw arrived early 
this afternoon from the Hound and 
coaled at the G. T. P. wharf. The Lee¬ 
lanaw Is to engage In the freight - 
carrying trade to Skagway. 

The Russian sailing ship Endymlon, 
which arrived on Sunday from Callao 
to load lumber at Hastings mill, will 
follow, the example of the British 
barque Rowena and drydock on 
Moodyvllle beach. The windjammer Is 
at present discharging ballast In the 
stream, sbd when this te out she will 
be towed to the mod flats st Moody¬ 
vllle to be cleaned and scraped. 

The halibut steamers reaching here 
lately complain of the scarcity of hali¬ 
but despite the fine weather. The 
Flamingo, which arrived this after¬ 
noon. only brought 76.000 pounds; al¬ 
though the Roman, which arrived at 
New Westminster, brought 160,000 
pounds. The C. P. R. steamer Princess 
Mary, whjeh arrived at 12.10 p.m. to¬ 
day from the north, brought 60,000 
pounds of hallbnt taken by the schoon¬ 
er Borealla landed at Prince Rupert 
and shipped to the New England Fish 
Company here. 

C. Gardner Johnson A Co., agents 
here for the Hamburg-American line, 
received word to-day that the Brla- 
gavta. one of the vessels oomlng here, 
grounded on May 16 on the NollepIaaL 
while on her way from Hamburg to 
Antwerp to complete cargo for Van¬ 
couver. She was floated the same day 
without trouble. 

The British ship Segura, which was 
here a year or two ago with cement 
for Winch A Co., ha* had a rough ex¬ 
perience at Newcastle, Aust., accord¬ 
ing to news received here to-day In a 
letter from the captain. During a gale 
the Segura broke adrift, and although 
she was secured the force of the gale 
was such as to cause her to break 
away the second time owing to the 
blttx carrying away. Eventually both 
anchors were let go.

Cffst of Sewering Increased 
Areas in Saanich and Esqui¬ 
mau About $325,000 


Providing; a tentative agreement can 
be reached between Victoria, Esqui¬ 
mau and Saanich on the basis of En¬ 
gineer Rust's report to the city coun¬ 
cil last night as to the cost of draining 
the increased outside area into the 
northwest sewer, work can be com¬ 
menced In two weeks, according to the 
engineer. Aldermen Humber and 
Porter, the engineer and the solicitor 
were appointed a committee to bring 
(he other two municipalities Into a 
tentative agreement that they will 


support the scheme described by En¬ 
gineer Rust after a conference with 
the engineers of Saanich and Esqui¬ 
mau. 

That the Increased area required to 
be sewered would increase the cost by 
over $80,000 was the engineer’s an¬ 
nouncement. Figuring on the basis of 
775 acres in Saanich with a popula¬ 
tion of 11.000 their sewer would cost 
$42,000, while in Esquimau 1,000 acres 
with a population of 20,000 would cost 
$42,000. This would make the total 
cost $325,000. 

Mr. Rust proposed that the outside 
municipalities pay this extra coat, and 
an annual rental for the use of the 
city’s mains. He further suggested 
that the city could to advantage drain 
90 acres into the Esquimau surface 
drain. 

It was decided to get a tentative 
agreement endorsing this scheme, and 
then to go ahead with the work as it 
would cost the municipalities at least 
$200,000 by any other plan, and It was 
felt to be most unlikely that the rate¬ 
payers would back down on a proposi¬ 
tion of this kind.

If every employer of 
labor during the next few years will re- 
plaoe these Orientals with white working¬ 
men, men of the British race, then these 
Industries will form recruum* grounds i 
from which the new Canadian qavy can 
be manned. With Wi..te workers employed ( 
these can be depended upon to fight for, 
their country, whereas no such reliance I 
can be placet, upon Orientals. I am sorry 
to have to acknowleuge tna.. practically 
the ten tire fisheries of British Columbia 
are now In the hands of men who do not 
belong to the country and who owe ito! 
allegiance to the Union Jack, and It U: 
to our fishing population that we have to 
look when we have a full fledged navy 
and want it manned." Sir Ric.>ard. Know¬ 
ing as he does, this serious problem, 
turns deliberately round and advocates Mr. 
Borden’s navy policy, sending 186.000.000 
of the ratepayers’ money, whioh England 
can easily do without. I say Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier’s policy is right. Millions should 
be spent on this Coast at once to guard 
against this yellow peril. 

I, like hundreds more, stood up and 
cheered Mr. Barnard In A. O. U. W hall 
when he read out that forced telegram. 
Never again. I would say nothing had 
| he tried to retrieve his character. But 


no. he has not raised his voice on this 
burning subject of an all-white Canada. 

The government here were able to re¬ 
move the Songheee tribe, namely, the 
native eons, and some of their friends 
were highly paid for the Job. too.

NAZIMOW SCORES A 
BRILLIANT SUCCESS 


Great Actress Seen in Indiffer¬ 
ent Play Carried Solely 
by Her Genius 


For the second time Madam* Alla 
Kasimova has visited Victoria, and 
renewed her triumph of two and a half 
years ago. In “Bella Donna,” the 
vehicle of her art in which she was 
seen at the Victoria theatre last even¬ 
ing, she has not so agreeable a role aa 
when she was Nora, in “A Doll's 
House,” but the same splendid artistry 
and the same marvellous mastery of 
technique marked the one as it did the 
other. And when the final curtain fell 
on the defeat of the scheming, 'sinister 
woman the thrill of pity for her forced 
from an audience which had followed 
breathlessly the unfolding of the last 
net was a tribute to the great Russian 
actress who has made this land her 
home. 

"Bella Donna" Is a somewhat 
showy, rather superficial play—ugly to 
the extent that It is a poison-play— 
placed largely in a picturesque Egypt¬ 
ian settlug. It Is a dramatic tran¬ 
scription of a novel which made some 
sensation, and suffers from the usual 
faults and shortcomings of the attempt 
to make over a successful work of fic¬ 
tion Into an equally successful play. 
The pathway of theatrical history is 
strewn with the wrecks of such at¬ 
tempts, and it sometimes happens that 
part of the repute of the star who 
sought to win the plnndlts of pit and 
gallery la left behind as well. On the 
other hand, once In a while jome great 
artists add to their laurels by so im¬ 
posing their own personalities upon 
the work of the dramatists as to make 
it an artistic and a box office success. 
There are probably but two women 
who could do this and save "Bella 
Donna" from being a discredited melo¬ 
drama. Mrs. Patrick Campbell, one 
can well believe, accomplished It In the 
United Kingdom; Madame Alla Nasl- 
mova, on this continent. Is vitalising 
the play and adding to her own fame. 

The atmosphere of Egypt that Is 
given by a skilful stage management 
is all that remains of that feature of 
Robert Hlchena' story. As those who 
have read It know, his descriptions of 
the Nile and the desert are most vivid. 
These are entirely lost In James Ber¬ 
nard Fagan's dramatisation, though 
the loss would not have been Inevit¬ 
able. and there Is a paucity of dia¬ 
logue. There is lacking, too, the psycho¬ 
logical development of the plot, and 
a), we have Is a mere thread of the 
story. One Is to be interested rather in 


what the people do than ta what they 

are, but the public demands more than 
that In theatre fare now. Audiences 
would like, for Instance, to have known 
more of the nature of the female 
poisoner than Is got from Fagan. It 
Is not altogether because her husband, 
a poorly-drawn figure, la a bore to her. 
that she drops sugar of lead Into his 
coffee. It Is because Bhe Is bidden to 
do so by Mahmond Barondl, the 
Egyptian whom she loves. The sub¬ 
jugation of white women by dusky 
lords has been established as a liter¬ 
ary motif since Deademona, but In this 
latest Instance the theme Is treated 
most crudely; there Is the bond of flash 
and nothing else. Mahmond Is sketch¬ 
ily lined In and only the admirable 
acting of Robert Whitworth makes 
hie coldness and selfishness real. 

The first two acts of the play are 
simply preparatory, a little long and 
much too slow. In the third the Inter¬ 
est begins to grip and, the finale hav¬ 
ing been prepared for at the drop of 
the curtqin, events hurry forward In 
the fourth to the dramatic exist of the 
woman In the case from'the life of the 
husband she has betrayed and whom 
rhe would have poisoned had* It not 
been for the determination of his 
friend. Dr. Mayer Isftacson. There Is 
not a line In the play, by the way. to 
show why this character should have 
been a Jew instead of an Anglo-Saxon. 
The last act Is the best written of the 
four, and Its action moves swlfty along 
through the rejection of Mrs. Chepstow 
by both husband and lover to her 
passing out inlo the night of the 
Egyption desert. 

Even in so poor a vehicle Madame 
Nasimova, as was characteristic, gave 
of her incomparable artistic best to 
the large houae that had assembled to 
welcome her again to Victoria. From 
the first moment of her appearance 
till she passed Into the dark alone she 
was the embodiment of the hateful, 
conscienceless woman who wrecks the 
Uvea of all those falling within her 
power. She is never Naximova, and 
therein is she the true artist, living 
and thinking only In the person of her 
role. There are few who equal her In 
the technique of her profession, she 
haa the analytical mhid of the Rus¬ 
sian. and she Is physically an well 
equipped for stage success as she Is 
mentally. Her quiet methods are very 
much In evidence In "Bella Donna," 
and while, as has been said already, 
the play Is not worthy of her genius 
this shone all the more brightly on 
that account. 

Not once doea Naximova. In this role 
ua In Jier others, lower the high stand- j 
l nrd of her creation. Not once dues she 
surrender to the temptation to Indulge 
In any meretricious dlspiay or to over- 
accentuation of an emotion. Always 
there Is In her work a naturalness ap¬ 
parently unstudied, and subtlety of ges¬ 
ture. pose, by-play and facial change. 
Always there Is a resolute self- restraint 
and an absolute certainty of emo- 
. tional understanding and expression 
1 that make her acting stand out in 


vtvtd and compelling contrast, a 

uraph at onoe original and supreme. 

At all times holding the closest at¬ 
tention of her auditors, Madame Naai- 
mova wae at her high best in the 
moments after she has fallen in with 
Mahmoud’s scheme for poisoning her 
husband, in the tense struggle with 
Dr. Isaacson for his life and in the 
numb despair of the last scene as she 
turns away from the door Just sharply 
shut In her face to pass into the ali¬ 
enee* and mystery of the desert. Sit¬ 
ting in the lamplight when Mahmoud 
leaves her her features show all the 
pale finality of tragic resolve, and It 
needs no words to tell the audlenoe 
that she accepts the gold case full of 
poison with the horrid Implication that 
it Involves. 

Charles Bryant, as the doctor, shares 
the honors with the star, and with her 
aids In making of an Indifferent play 
a success His methods are as quiet, 
and as sure aa are those of Nasimova. 
Mr. Bryant’s appearance in that part 
Is not his first In this play. He creat¬ 
ed the part of Mahmoud in London in 
the original production, when Mrs. 
Campbell was the Bella Donna and Bir 
George Alexander the doctor. In the 
role he now fills he has. of course, a 
scope that the other did not afford and 
one that fits him better than did that 
of the Egyptian lover. In the third act 
his work, especially when playing ap¬ 
posite to Nasimova. kept attention 
usSbd upon him equally with her. 

As th.? two servants, Hamsa and 
Ibrahim, Claus Bogel and A. Romalne 
Callendar were quite sufficiently secre¬ 
tive and repellant, Herbert Percy did 
all that anyone possibly could with the 
colorless husband and other parts 
were well filled by Edward Fielding 
and William Hassen. 

The setting of the play and the stage 
management reached the filghem 
standard, as was befitting a Frohman 
production, and an actress who knows j 
as much about this part of the bust-, 
ness as she does about the Intellectual j 
and technical side of It. *n»e second; 
act was placed In an Egyptian villa 
near Luxor, and the last In the gai^» 
dens of the villa. The third act takes 
place on the deck of a dahableh on the 
Nile. Despite the restrictions of the 
stage at the Victoria these settings 
were perfection In their faithfulness 
to the East, and in their conveyance 
of the atmosphere which. In the novel, 
is painted In word*. Not alone is there 
the physical surroundings, but all 
through the action of the scenes there 
is going on a low murmur, a sort of 
obligato of Orientalism, made up of 
the aongs of boatmen, the cries of the 
street, the calling of donkey-boys and 
the musical summons of the muessln 
to the faithful to prayer. The result 
of the wbcle Is Indescribably effective.

The Amasing Energy of Nature in 
Brasil. 

It is In a region like this that one 
begins to realise the amasing energy 
of nature. Every indh of ground Is 
covered with some living and prOwlng 
thing. While the tall stems push up¬ 
ward to overtop their fellows aiid let 
their highest shoots put forth flowers 
under the sunlight, climbing plants 
slender as a vlneshoot or stout as a 
liana embrace the trunk and mount 
along the branches and hang In swing¬ 
ing festoon# from tree to tree. The 
fallen trunks are covered thick with 
ferns and mosses. Orchids and many 
another parasite root themselves In the' 
living stem, and make it gay. to it*; 
ultimate undoing, with blossoms not ItSj 
own. 

Even the bare faces of gneiss rock; 
too steep for any soil to rest upon, sup¬ 
port a plant with a thick whorl of suc¬ 
culent leaves that Is somehow able to 
find sustenance from air and moisture-

SOUTH AMERICAN NATIONS 

A Country That is ths Richest in the 
World in Natural Resources; and 
"How Men From the Mississippi 
Would Maks Things Hum Along ths 
Amazon and tho Parana." 

(Continued from Saturday’s Edition) 

An Example of Modern Sanitation. 
Though the bay of Rio was discovered 
as far back as 1611 by the Portuguese 
sailor who took its mouth for a river, 
and was settled not long after, the set¬ 
tlement grew slowly, and tt was not till 
17(2 that the seat of government was 
transferred here 'from Bahia, seven 
hundred miles further to the north. 
Now the population, estimated at a 
million. Is In South America exceeded 
by that of Buenos Aires only, and in 
recent years much has been done to 
Improve both the city and its port and 
wharves. 

I Still greater service has been render- 


valley of the Parahyba river, and back 
up one of its tributary glens, to tho top 
of the Coast range, whence we descend¬ 
ed to the coast at Nlctheroy opposite 
Rio. 

This Leopoldlna railway descends s 
narrow valley, hemmed In by steep 
mountains whose projecting spurs and 
buttresses turn hither and thither the 
course of the foaming river. Right and 
left waterfalls leap over the cUffs to 
swell its waters. The slopes are most¬ 
ly too steep for tillage, but here and 
there a cluster of houses clings to the 
slopes, and round them there are fruit 
trees and maise fields or little gardens. 
At last the ravine widens and we 
emerge into the broad valley, bordered 
by lower hills, of the Parahyba. one of 
the chief rivers of the Atlantic side of 
Brazil. Running down It. through a 
rich country, we stopped at a wayside 
station to take horse *nd ride up to a 
Fazenda (estate) whose hospitable 
ow.ier had invited us to see hla coffee 
plantations and live stock. The house 
set on a hill with a pretty garden be¬ 
low it and charming views all round, 
and inhabited by & large family of his 
children ajid grandchildren, gave a 
pleasant Impression of Brasilian rural 
life. Here was simplicity with abund¬ 
ance, the beauty of groves and flowers, 
a bountiful Nature, laborers, nearly all

ed by sanitary measures which have 
not only cleared away slums, but have 
practically extinguished yellow fever, 
and reduced the mortality from other 
tropical diseases Rio is now a pleas¬ 
ant place of residence In winter, and 
(he sea-breeze makes the climate agree¬ 
able in all but the hottest months. 

Fifty years ago the then Emperor 
Don Pedro the Second, built himself a 
summer residence among the moun¬ 
tains which rise beyond the further end 
of the bay, and this presently became 
the "hot weather station” for the rich¬ 
er class of citizens and for the repre¬ 
sentatives of foreign countries. Now 
that Rio itself is more healthy, the 
need for an annual migration is less 
imperative, but the natural charm as 
well as the much cooler air of Petrop- 
olla have maintained It as a summer 
resort. 

Petropolls is a pretty little spot, nest¬ 
ling under steep hills, its streets well 
* planted and shady. Us rows of shops 
which address themselves to the sum¬ 
mer visitor reminding one of a Pyren¬ 
ean or Rhenish bathing place. But the 
charm of Its surroundings is beyond 
that of any place in Europe, for in no 
temperate clime are such landscapes 
with such wood and such colors to be 
found. 

A Typical Brazilian Estate. 

We learnt still more of the character 
of the country in an excursion over the 
I*eopoldina railway, down Into the 


negroes, who seemed contented and at¬ 
tached to their kindly master. 

We saw the process, quite an elabor¬ 
ate one, and carried on by machinery, 
of washing and drying the coffee-beans, 
sorting them out by size and quality, 
separating the husks and membranous 
coverings from the beans before they 
are fit to be packed and shipped. Cof¬ 
fee Is an exhausting crop. Fresh land 
must be taken In from time to time 
and the old land allowed to rest: and 
we were to see next day many tracts 
where it used to be cultivated, which 
Itave now been abandoned to forest be¬ 
cause the soil had ceased to repay til¬ 
lage. 

A Wilderness of Deep Valleys. 

At last, turning away from the Para¬ 
hyba, we mounted up a lateral valley, 
passed through great stretches of rough 
pasture land into a higher region of 
thick woods, and halted for the night 
in the midst of a thunderstorm which 
pealed and growled and flashed all 
night long. Next morning ths line, 
after keeping along the heights for 
some miles, descendod through a forest 
more wonderful in Its exuberance than 
any we had yet seen. 

From the summit we looked over a 
wilderness of deep valleys, the waving 
green of their tree-tops seamed with 
the white flash of waterfall*, with many 
ranges and peaks rising In the far dis¬ 
tance, few of whose tops any European 
foot had pressed, for It is only the bot- 


c-nly, Its roots anchored Into some 
slight roughness of the rock. When 
a patch of wood has been cut down to 
the very ground, five years suffice to 
cover the soil again with a growtii of 
trees and shrubs so rank that thaw pot 
can scarcely be distinguished from the 
uncut forest all round. 

But this swift activity of life Is hard- j 
|y more wonderful than Is the variety 
of forma Each of the great forests of 
Europe and North America consists of 
a few speoles of treea But on this 
Brazilian coast the diversity Is end¬ 
less. Those who have traversed the 
Amazonian forests- have made the 
same remark. There as here you may 
find within a radius of eighty yards, 
forty kinds of trees growing side by 
side, species belonging to different 
families with myriad shapes and hues 
of leaf and flower. 

A City of Blacks. 

The coast for some way north from 
Rio continues high. Before one ap¬ 
proaches Rahta (800 miles north) the 
mountains have receded, and at that 
city, though picturesque heights are 
still visible, they lie further back, and 
scarcely figure in the landscape. The 
bay of Bahia is singularly beautiful 
In Its vast sweep, as well as in the 
verdure that fringe# its inlets, and the 
glimpses of distant sunlit hills. Nor Is 
the city, long the capital of Brazil, 
wanting in interest. There is a quaint, 
old-fashioned look about the streets

government As a rule there #ae not 
enough stock on hand to call for a fre¬ 
quent stocktaking. 

Charles Chown stated he was an as¬ 
sistant on the ground. He had charge 
of the storehouses In which the feed 
was placed. He had to look aftor the 
feeding of the chickens. He testified 
that everything brought to the gov¬ 
ernment stables was used only for 
government purposes. 

On Dr. Watt's Ranch. 

Arthur C. Bennard stated that he 
was In charge of Dr. Watt’e ranch. 1 
which adjoined the station, but he had 
left the doctor's employ last Saturday 
after working there for seventeen 
months. He told the commissioner, 
how, wheh first engaged the doctor 
had cautioned him about, the handling 
of supplies. He averred that Dr. 
Hunter was mistaken when he said he 
saw him hauling stuff on December 2. 
He had not hauled any until Decem¬ 
ber t. and then qnly feed belonging to 
the director of the station personally. 

In answer to questions put to him 
by EL R. Wootton. counsel for the 
crown, he said that he never carried 
anything to Dr. Watt's house, which 
had not the name on it. All the bags 
used for carrying feed for Dr. Watt's 
ranch, had his name painted on them 
so that there could be no possibility 
of mistake. He admitted that the 
quarantine station was supplied with 
milk from the superintendent's ranch. 

One witness was called to testify to 
the condition of the baths to which 
exception had been taken by one of 
the passengers on the Monteagle. This 
was William Grtmths. On that day 
he had been down at 7 a. m. to see that 
everything was In good order. He him¬ 
self had cleaned the baths, and he 
could vouch for thetr cleanliness. It 
might have been that there was a little 
dirt on the floor, but he thought there 
could not have been enough to make 
the place at all objectionable as had 
been said. He had never. In all his 
experience, heard any man but Mr. 
Graham complain of the state of 
affairs. 

The Inquiry was adjourned at this 
stage until Friday morning next at 
10 . 20 .

whether direct or Indirect, that Dr. 
Watt has misappropriated government 
supplies, was not based on any cogent 
facts. Consequently the purchase of 
feed for chickens and guinea pigs which 
had been supplied by Scott A Peden, 
was most thoroughly Investigated, to¬ 
gether with the account, the bill of 
lading and the voucher. These were 
placed among the exhibits of the com¬ 
mission. 

William Toung. the ntghtwatchman. 
was among the first to take the stand. 
He had no complaint whatever to make 
against Dr. Watt. On May 2 he had 
been away from the station by the per¬ 
mission of the medical superintendent. 
In answer to an Inquiry he had said 
that there was nothing strange In this 
as he often got leave to visit the city. 
Feed supplies for the station, he said, 
were handled by th 6 government 
launch. 

James Salt marsh, a general laborer 
on the station, who was the next wit¬ 
ness called, said that he had been 
working for fourteen months steadily 
on the station and for four years off 
and on. 

Commissioner Moore: "Have you 
ever had anything to do with the 
stores?" 

Witness: "Nothing whatever.” 

"Wheq the Monteagle was In what 
were you doing?” 

"Attending to the sick man at the 
Isolation hospital." 

“Had he proper attention?" 

"He had all that was coming to him." j 
Slo^y of a Cheque. 

Mr. Saltmarsh was very much ag¬ 
grieved over a cheque which had been 
paid to him for which he had to wait 
for several months, and fur which when 
he did get. he had to pay 76 cents to 
get cashed. He explained In answer to 
questions that the cheque had been 
drawn by the British Columbia Packing 
company in his favor. Dr. Watt ex¬ 
plained that the witness had received 
the cheque from the Packing Company 
because the company had to' pay 
charges for disinfectant used. As she 
was n 9 t a foreign boat, but a local one, 
the provincial board of health was re¬ 
sponsible, as It requested the fumigat¬ 
ing to be done. 

John Wallace, who keeps the govern¬ 
ment stores at the station, the next 
witness, said that It was a common 
practice for the residents at the quar¬ 
antine station to borrow from the gov¬ 
ernment supplies, but these were al¬ 
ways replaced. A careful account was 
kept of such and the method was found 
most convenient as there was no shop 
.of any kind thereabouts. 

Witness was then asked to glance at 
a voucher which was on exhibition. He 
recognised the handwriting on It as his 
own. He stated for the benefit of the 
commissioner that all vouchers were 
made out in duplicate and when Dr. 
Hunter had received the November ac¬ 
counts early In December, they were 
pinned together. Amongst them was a 
duplicate voucher made out in favor 
of the British Columbia Telephone 
Company on which the total amount 
was set out, but no detailed statement. 
He had pointed this fact out to Dr. 
Hunter. He went on to explain that 
on the bill sent In by Scott & Peden the 
date had been changed back to Novem¬ 
ber 30 In order that the firm might 
receive the payment for the same a 
month earlier. This was never done 
unless the goods were first delivered. 
In any case It was done merely for 
the convenience of the firms concerned. 

Mr. Wallace admitted that he kept 
the books for the station, and that the 
departments made their requisitions 
for supplies to him. He testified that 
no feed had been purchased by the 
station with the exception of that 
shown on the Scott and Peden ac¬ 
count. This feed had been for chick-
